He  will  conduct  you  through  the  great 
munition  plants  and  illustrate  how  women  are  employed 
in  building  tanks  and  aeroplanes;  how  British  women 
have  become  skilled  mechanics;  how  women  accustomed 
only  to  social  life  in  former  years  are  now  performing 
the  hardest  kind  of  labor.  Social  barriers  have  been 
broken  down.  Great  Britain  knows  no  distinction  be- 
tween men  and  men  and  women  and  women. 

Among  the  cities  to  be  visited  are  Leeds,  Bradford 
and  York  in  England,  as  well  as  Glasgow  and  Edinburgh.
